His Suggestion to Take Rural Free s 
DURHAM RAZORS 


Delivery Out of Civil Service 


Gets Setback. 


Washington, Dec. 12.—Postmas­ 
ter 
General 
Burleson’s scheme to 
ake the rural free delivery carriers 
out of the civil service in order to 
mild up a big political machine for 
the Democratic party, was rejected 
by the house committee on post offices 
and post roads yesterday. 
Numer­ 
ous other suggestions of the post­ 
master general were also rejected. 
In sending to congress his esti­ 
mates for the 
approaching 
fiscal 
year the postmaster general recom­ 
mended that the present rural free 
delivery system l>e 
abolished 
and 
contract 
routes be 
established in 
place of the 
government 
routes. 
Among 
other 
recommendations he 
urged the abolition of the position of 
assistant * postmaster, the reduction 
of auxiliary clerk and carrier pay 
rom 
35 
to 
40 
cents 
an 
hour 
reduction 
in 
the 
number of 
promotions given clerks and carriers, 
as well us railway mail clerks, each 
year, and a reduction in the number 
of high salaried clerks in all offices 
throughout the country. 


Practically the only one of these 
recommendations which has a chance 
before the house committee is that 
for the abolition of the position of 
assistant postmaster. 
The commit­ 
tee favors the two division plan for 
postoffices which the postmaster gen­ 
eral approves. Under this plan there 
would be a division of financés and 
one of mails, 
with the postmaster 
supervising both. 
It is not the plan 
to oust 
assistant postmasters from 
the service, but to assign them to 
other positions where their services 
can be better employed. 
Congressman Madden of Chicago 
was responsible for the adverse ac­ 
tion with respect to Mr. Burleson's 
proposition to abolish the merit sys­ 
tem in the rural free delivery service. 
‘‘This 
proposition,” Mr. Madden 
said, “involves an 
attempt on the 
part of the postmaster general to 
build up a great political machine in 
every state of the Union, over which 
he will have control. Under the civil 
service laws, as they now stand, he 
cannot use the 
postal service for 
political service. 
If he is allowed to 
remove 45,000 rural carriers 
from 
the civil service and place them un­ 
der a contract system he will have a 
machine the like of which has never 
been seen in this or any other coun­ 
try. Even if he can save $18,000,000 
a year, as he professes, the damage 
created by such a machine in 
the 
long run would far exceed the sav­ 
ing.”

festival. 
The historical background of 
the 
celebration is found in the fact that 
in the year 165 B. C. Judas M acca­ 
beus, one of the few martial heroes 
in Jewish history, rededicated to the 
service of the One God, the Temple 
at Jerusalem after its pollution by 
Antiochus Epiphanes, who had set 
up in place of God’s altar, a shrine 
to his heathen god. Ju st three years 
after this pollution, on the twenty- 
fifth day of the month of Kisley, the 
Temple was reclaimed and re-dedi­ 
cated to the service of God. 
Around the festival cluster many 
beautiful legends, which have helped 
to shape the eharaeter of the eele- 
bration. 
One such legend is to the 
effect that when the Temple was re­ 
dedicated only at single cruse of oil 
was found unpolluted, but through 
the miraculous intervention of God, 
this oil proved to he sufficient for 
burning for eight successive nights, 
and until other oil fit for the service 
might be prepared. 
For this reason, 
to this day, Jews light candles in 
their homes in celebration of Chanu­ 
kkah for eight 
successive 
nights, 
one 
on the first night, two on the 
second, and so on. 
There is a theory tin t even before 
the historical even which Chanukkah 
celebrates, the feast had l»een ob­ 
served by Jew i as the beginning of 
the winter solstice, and that its ori­ 
gin is common with that 
of 
the 
Christian Christmas and the Roman 
Saturnalia which occur at about the 
same season, and which are likewise 
celebrated by the lighting of lights 
and the interchange of gifts.
